the previous dillerences.

After anchoring, and later in 
tlie day, wo were informed by 
signal that His Majesty King 
Carlos would receive the com- 
manding ofllcors of ships on 
board his yacht.

The sitting of the house yesterday 
w-as marked by the opening of the de- 
bate upon the second reading of tho 
University bill. The debateiwas open- 
ed by'Dr. Toung, minister'of -education, 
who in a short but pointed slieech. dealt . 
with the steps ivhich had led up to 'tho 
present measure. -The speechi.outlinf^d 
tho -policy of, tho. governmentiiln this" 
connecilon;;i°ahd' explained^ tho^-prlnol- '! 
pies of the'bUl which he was introduc- 
ing. 'BiS'.'Bpeech'.wbd -concluded amidst 
loud and . continuous'' applause from 
both government'''aHa^bpVbsltlbn,* * 

Dr. Young stated that the McGill 
authorities were pledged to support 
the new provincial university but that 
the latter was hot i designed In. anyway 
to aid the Royal? Ihstltution of learn-.. • 
ing. He quoted a letter from Dr. Por- 
ter, head of the McGill summer school, 
in which tlie above is pledged. 

Dr. Young referred to tho necessity 
for the university at the present Junc- 
ture. Judging by conditions in the 
east: the present was none too soon 
for tho inception of the provincial ox-- 
ganlzatlon. On an average for the last 
six years there are, forty or 'fifty pu4 
pils leaving , British Columbia fori th4',: 
eastern Gbiiadlanr.'.cbllegb's.'-', -Thl^^^^^^ 
not take , ''any account 'of 'the studenta" 
who went tb Bi-ltish tihlversities and 
those in the United States. 

British Columbia students had taken 
a most excellent stand at tlio universi- 
ties in the east. As marking this, out 
of eighty-four pupils passing first 
year examination^ condycted, .. extra- 
murally by. the. , Montreal;5j|ij'sUtution, 
six were from.' British' 'cCoTumbla.ir'Of 
the rflrf t thiirty,' tw'ehty-flvb ";■ were • from 
British 'Columbia.

Railway Assessment Act 

The debate upon the bill amending 
the iiaihvay Assessment act was then 
resumed. 

Parker Williains (Xewcastle) was 
tho first speaker. He stated that con- 
siderable light had been derived from 
various sources since the bill iiad been 
introduced. The goveriiineut wa,5 con- 
stantly congratulating itself ujion the 
fact that the bonus system in cases 
of railways had been abolished. The 
premier had ciuoted Jim Hill as say- 
ing those were unnecessary. The 
rodit for the action was due the So- 
ialists in the house and not Jim Hill, 
however, 

Mio g(n'ernment had hinted f.iat by 
alluwing certain railways exemption 
from taxation for ten years additional 
iployment would Tae obtained by 
thousands of men who Were out of 
work. 

He was afraid that this would not 
ive the desired result for two rea- 
sons: First, because such action would 
not hasten construction; second, be- 
cause railways would not employ tho 
white men out of work so long as the 
other kind of labor could be obtained. 

He thought that the railways were 
doing very well with(5ut the exemp- 
tion judging by the numbers of afipli- 
cations for charters. 'Tlie roads any- 
way were bonded by 550,000 per inllo 
ami yet they were only assessed at 
$10,000 a mlie. Tlio government dealt 
differcntlv- witli tho farmers. They 
had a gentleman named Smith, who 
paid ijeriodlr visits to the difforoiit 
tlistrlcts on the island, if he saw a 
farmer blowing up a stump he would 
jump the assOKsmciit. Why should not 
tlic railways be tretited in a similar 
way? 

At the present time there were but 
three railways in a position to benefit 
bv the airiendment. They are tho 
Grand Trunk Pacific, the Columbia & 
Western and tlie B. & N. extension to 
Albernl. 

The Conservative party throughout 
the length and breadth of Canada has

Practicallv' onc'-half of the eotil whicli 
was iH'Odiiced on the i.sland during 
tlie year was used in this country, 
while the other half w;is cx|ini-ted io 
tlie United States, And if we lake the 
gross proiliic'tliiii at the' li.gure ol' 
1,200,000 ton,'::, at tlie avertige price of 
i-l.Ui) per ton, as ]iaid at the pit's 
mouth, the result will be a little over 
nine million dollars In value; couse^ 
duenliy the t;ix which is Imiiosed ujion 
it bears a, very Hliiiilar relation to the 
tax on precious niini'rals, which jiay 
two per cent. 

The iirice of I'oal jier ton of 2,000 
pounds in V'ancoiivor is a.bout $7.riO, 
while the ton at the pit's moutli Is cal- 
culated a,t 2,t:j0 iioiinds, iiKiking the 
lirice to the local consumer a grea.t 
de;il higher in 'luoiirirtlon tlitm aji- 
jiears on paper. At present coal soU.s 
.Sail I'^ranclsco, wholesale, for from 
.?G,."i0 to 57 jier ton. The duty paid on 
It Is aliout i;a vents, while the freight 
is about .f2.2ri per ton, irrespective of 
the cost of land tranHlilinnenl. But tills 
means the long ion of 2,210 pounds; 
luuice, we must infer that a iiroilt of 
from .$2 to ,$2.25 ]i<'r ton is made on all 
the coal wliirli Is raised to the surface 
(It tint Nanalmo mines; when wo do- 
duct from tile price paid in San l'"'ran- 
cl,-eo the iirico of .1:4.50 which is paid at 
l-lio pit's mouth, I think, air, that tlie 
house will agree with me. In view of 
't'livse llgiu'cs, that the small Increase 
wh/ch we 'propo.so to mttko In the tax 
is perfectly rea.sonablo. (Hear, hear.) 
Well Able to Bear Tax. 
I know very, well, liowovor, that it 
has arou.^ed objection In some cjuar-, 
.lers, and from "tho ' number of tele-i 



grams and letters that we have re- 
ceived on tlie subject, one would think 
that ,thls Industry ,^.'Would In conse- 
quence be iruiaea,;";f.'We. heard all that 
a year ago In another case; but we 
have recently seen how, m spite oi in- 
creased taxation, tho province is in a 
much more prosperous condition than 
It ever was before. (Cheers.) 

I believe, sir, that this Industry is 
welll able to bear the proposed in- 
creased burden, and I may add that, if 
it becomes law. It is the ' intention of 
tho government to reduce during the 
coming year the taxation on personal 
and ,roal property, as well aa othor 
taxes. (Cheers.) I hope that the house 
win agree to the seciund reading. 
, ^; , Ujiiyersity, Bill. 

In mdvliig tlie'secoricl reading of Bill 
No. 14, An Act to '.iSstabllsh and In- 
corporate a University-' 'for 'the Prov- 
ince of British Columbia; ' Hon. Dr. 
Young said: 

Last year, IMr, Speaker, I presented 
to this hou.se a bill for the establish- 
ment of a university for the needs of 
this iH'ovince — a bill, sir, of great im- 
portance, not only from tho subject 
and object of it, but also and particu- 
larly perhaiis from tho fact that it 
was the first step taken on the iiart of 
tlie goveniinent to carry out the 
pledges which sometiino prevlousl;- 
they had given to the country, .and to 
this house, in regard to tliat important 
matter. And today, .sir, I present to 
tho house for its.seconfl, reading, which 
rep resents as far as this Bovernment 
is concerned, buir fln^l stand — final, 
sir, I mean to add, In the sense that it 
fully completes the pledges which we 
have made and which we are now 
carrying Into effect by this measure. 

The history of the bills which have 
been brought before this house dur- 
ing last parliament and this has been 
somewhat clieciuered, in conseiiuenco 
of tlie fact that in reality they have 
Involved two si'lieiiies — one looking' to 
tho cstablishnieiit of an institution 
wdiich would exist ;ind be carried on 
under the auspices of McGill College 
of Montreal, and tho second having 
directly In view the establishment of a 
provincial university. 

Two Measures Confused. 
In the minds of many persons In 
this jirovincc, these two projects 
have been regarded as one, and charges 
have been made against this, govern- 
ment to the effect, as far as the 
measure which was proposed last year 
is concerned, that wo were merely con- 
firming the intention of the bill which 
was introduced in the interest of the 
Royal Institution of Learning, in con- 
nection with McGil! University. Con- 
siderable opposition was offered in 
IDOti to any steps being taken tending 
towards tlie establishment of the 
Ilo>al Institution of Learning hero, 
and this oriosition was based on many 
grounds. .And \vhilo it was in part 
political, it owed its origin and its 
strength in much the greater degree, 
to what might be termed intercollegi- 
ate jealousy. 

No Domination by McGiil 
In Bi'itlsh Columbia, sir, we have as 
a matter of fact representatives of 
riearl.\- all the representativti univi;rsi- 
ties of tile Dominion and these gentle- 
men have, generally speaking, wlille 
concnri-ing in any action that might 
be talom towards .atlefiuate ]>rovision 
being made to-iva.rds higher education, 
are all nevertheless actuated by but 
one sentiment, wliich is expressed in 
opposition to domination in the edu- 
cationul matters of the jirovince, by 
any one institution. 

At tho time w/ien the bill which 
would have brought al.iout tlic estab- 
lishment of the Royal institution was 
before tho house the government was 
iiiundiited with correspondence on tho 
subject, and heard the statements 
which were presented by many dopu- 
tatlon.s, denominational and otherwise, 
which repi'esented the different uni- 
versities In question. And iheeting 
the issue which was advanced- by 
these deputations, the government 
then made the plain statement to the 
house, that they had introduced tho 
bill as a government measurje for the 
encouragement of higher educaiion 
and that it was not to be under the 
control of the Mcnill university au- 
thorities in iloiitn.'til. I'iiis was sup- 
ported by the statement of the repre- 
sentative of McCill college, Jmd at 
that time Princiiial Peterson, of Mc- 
Gill. in a published Interview which 
was sent out by tlie Associated I'ress 
entirely disclaimed any intintiou or 
any desire on tlie part of :\ioC;ill to 
dominate in aii.v wiiy o\-er its jiro- 
ceedliigs. W'e v.-ere also and in the 
plainest possible manner informed 
that they were at the time engaged in 
tile worlc of carrying out a scheme of 
iini\-cr,«ity exlen.-iion whicli \\-as l.ieiiig 
adojited ])y ncai'K- all the great uiii- 
ver.-;ilie.s of the ilay, and further, th.",t 
if In the fullness of tiiin^ we ile.^ired to 
e.'itabllsli our own universil\- in this 
pniviiu-e tlie>- would then at once, both 
willingly aiul gladly, steii down and 
out, and turn over everything to our 
university from the institutl.on, which 
In order to sbow their deep interiSst in 
educational issues In this province, 
they have brought into existence and 
financed, and which moreover is to- 
day In a very, very good condition In- 
deed. This pledge which was then 
given on the part of McQlll to this 
government still remains good, and 
when r had the opportunity and the 
pleasure last summer of meeting 
Principal Peterson he repeated that 
statcnienl, that McOiJI. when tho time 
came, would turn over thi^ control and 
management of their own in.^t ittit ion 
in tliis province to the jirnvliicial uni- 
vcM'sity whenever it might be c^ttab- 
llshcd. (Hear, hear.) 

Toronto's Attitude 
I also found, sir. In the East, when 
acting in accordance with tho sugges- 
tion of the hon. the premier^ I met and 
discussed this matter with many 
eilucationallsts, whorii I met there 
during my trip, that the debate, which 
had been carried on here In reference 
to this matter, had still further re- 
ceived the most careful con.slderallon 
therfe and 'that they were not only 
greatly Interested in, but- also were 
iiossessed of a thorough knowledge of 
what was proposed to bo done In con- 
nection with tho establishment of 
our Qvrn institution. 

In I'orphto in pursuance of Hon. 
Air. McBr(,dQ,'S suggestion, I waited on 
itcv, Dr; Slalconer, the president of 
the university; -with the view of ex^- 
plaining tho bxact position of the 
government of -British.' Columbia in 
reference to • bur''' l^foposed university 
as well as these Ihstlhitlons of learn- 
ing' In general In tho Kasi, ntid 1 then 
explained to Dr. Falconer that some 
years ago tho city of Vancouver made 
an effort to secure uiiivcrsil,\' extension 
in connection with a high school. The 
University of 'I'oronto was the llrst 
Institution whicli at th.lt time was 
ajiproachod, but niifortunatoly, 
whether It was because the project 
not properly understood lit Toronto at 
the time, or whether it was becau.se 
they did not wish to entertain it the 
letter, -which was received in rejily to 
(his parlleiilar application from tho 
then president of that Institution, de- 
clined to have anything to do with 
tho fachoin9, on the ground that as the 
iToronto University was purely a pro- 
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\-iticinl inslitiition, its funds must no- 
ee.-^.sarily he cxpeiiiled In that pro- 
vince, r.ul when last fall I discussed 
this matter with Dr. Falconer, ho 
said that he could sec nothing what- 
ever either In their charter or in their 
aims, wiiicli coiiiiiiiMl their work and 
operations wholly to the province of 
Ontario, tind he assured me, and I may 
here say, tliat tho strong impression 
whicli at the time ho made not only 
on myself, but on the many represen- 
tatives of the eaucatlonal world, 
which wpre then assembled In Toronto, 
was that he was both able and willing 
to carry it out, wag. that ho meant to 
adopt a very aggressive educatlontil 
jioliuy. Xle- further, assured me that 
ho would he glad 'tp' assist us in any 
way he ootiia/ and '.l-vco'nimunlcated to 
him In my ortlclal bapablty as tho 
minister of^'•eclucatlort 'for this pro- 
vince, the •views,' ot ithls.,' gpyeniment 
upon. the siibite'ct as .w^ell; as the stand, 
yv'hich we proposed to ■ tjake. Dr. l'"al- 
oohfer said tltot ho . was, very glad In- 
deed to become possessed of this in- 
formation, and I feel conlldont, sin 
that whenever we may ask for the aid 
and assistance of tho governing body, 
whlcli is in control of Toronto Ui|i- 
v(.-rslty, we will get It just as freely 
and just as generously as wo could 
secure it, if It came from McGlU Uni- 
versity. 

In iiddltion, sir, I met Principal Gor- 
don, of Queen's university, which Is 
one of tho largest ;ind best educational 
Institutions In Canada, fuid found that 
he also hnd tlie siiiiie cognizance and 
the same thorough kno\vledgc of the 
conditions oxisting here. I fully ex- 
plained tho matter and thn views of 
tills govornment upon the subject to 
him, au'd -inv 'st.atenicBts received from 
him tho saiivi kind, tliou!rT|tful and 
sympathetic treatment which they had 
(Obtained frod Principal Potcraon, 



How McGiil Stands^, 
And going a step furter, and In or- 
der to show precisely how McGIU 
stands In relation to thl^ government, 
as well as In reference to educational' 
institutions in general, I wish to road 
a letter from Dr. Porter, ii professor In 
McCiill, who has been in British Col- 
umliia on two or three occasions, and 
who was in charge of the mining 
school in connection -(vith McGlll, ■ I 
have at diffen'iit times discussed this 
subject w-itli this gentleman, who un-' 
derst.'uids i)erfectly .and correctly all 
the points which have been raised. In' 
tho liglit of this letter written in 
answer to my request, we have an au- 
thoritative statemoiit, showing exactly 
what the position of -i ;^IcGl^. ■ Is. ' It 
runs as follows; '.iiv.'S&i'*^;;^ :' ■ . 

'T wish to iirofaco my romarka 
with a very dollnlto statement that 
McGill has no intontion of using my 
mining school proposals, or tho larger' 
Royal institution schemes in 'Vancou-'' 
ver, as a device for 'securing posses- 
sion of the educational field In British 
Columbia. Tho University of McGlll,\ 
as a non-polltlcal a'nd non-soctarlaii' 
body, occupies a position which differfi 
from that of any other university In 
Cantula. Wo aro distinctly Canadian, 
or oven Imperial, rather than provin- 
cial in our alms, and for years It has 
been our policy to promote and unlf.v : 
advanced teaching in tho east as well, 
as the west, by afllliaflng local insti- 
tutions v.-iienevcr possible, and thus 
0.T tabllsliing stniulards which could 
scarcely bo maintained by sefiarato 
and weaker bodies. In attempting 
what we now propose in British. Col- 
umbia, wo are merely extending thlH 
work. Our experience and / prestige

An abstract of tlic revcnuo and ex- 
penditure lor the six montlis of the 
present provincial linanciiU year end- 
ing December 31, i:i07, was brought 
down by tlic minister of llnancc yes- 
terday. 

Timber royalties and lie(>nses for 
the six montlis amount to $»iiti :iOS.OG, 
While the revenue for tlio entire fm- 
ancfal year preceding this from tliat 
source amounted to but $l,15r),3-lG.M. 

On tho otlier liand, land sales am- 
ounted for tlie six months ta but 
.$:iU2,Sl)0.!lli, while for the twel\-e 
months preceding the revenue from 
tliat source amounted to over $(10U,000. 
The discrepancy will iirobalily bo 
nuide up in the next six miinths as 
it is during tlie latter half of the lis- 
eal year that tlie revenue from the 
land sales is the greatest. 

Under tin; lu^ad of revenue tiu-re 
appears for the iirst time the special 
grant in addition to the per capita 
allowance lixed by tlio amendment to 
tlie B. N. A. Act of 190T. This am- 
ounts to $50,000 for the half year.

As 
the four-master slowly neared land 
the atmosphere became hazy and still 
closer in it was heavy with thick 
smoke. Over the entire grouji hung 
a cloud of smoke from the crater. 

■\V'ith tho smffTce so thick II w.as 
rather a tickllsli task to find his way 
to Ills destination, as the South T';i - 
clllc Is studded with small island.'j .and 
recta. Captain Peterson says it was 
so dark and smoky that he could 
actually see tho breakers ashore be- 
fore ho could make out the land. For 
a week the Bangor wa.s groping her 
way Info Apia, but slio linallv made 
It in safet.y, tirriving .Tul.v :!1. 

At Apia were nuiny peoidii wlio had 
boon driven from Savaii by tin- eru))- 
tion. Streams of lav.a were piuiriug 
down tho mountain sides, destroying 
fertile lands, iiouses and other i.m- 
proverneuts. There v/ore no casual- 
ties, an tho volcano had given .sulli- 
olent warning to allow the inhabitants 
to seek places of safety.

:v THE UNIVERSITY. 

^ ' The measure Introduced by . Dr. 

Yoimg does not .say anj'thing about 
the site of the proposed British Co- 
lumbia University. It Is well that the 
c6nstltutlon of the proposed institu- 
it'lbn should be settled ' by the Legis- 
lature without Importing into the dis- 
cussion any consideration of the plaee 
xV^liere it is to be esth,bUsbed. , At the 
Sf^me time the question of^slte cannot 
be long postponed, and It seems timely 
to say a few words upon that point. 
Naturally The Colonist favors the se- 
lection of Victoria, and perhaps we 
can hardly take an unbiased view of 
the case, hut _ there are certain con- 
sidjeratlons-whlch appear 'to-us to make 
IflVery desirable In the interests of 
the institution tluit it .sliould be lo- 
cated liero. 

Among them is the question of cli- 
njate. No one pretends to ciuestion 
Victoria's claim to having the best 
climate of any city in Canada. Our 
freedom from exlrenies of heat or 
C(jld is remarkable. There is no part 
oi British Columbia, except it be some 
of the islands in the Gulf of Georgia, 

■ W^hich can boast such equable tem- 
perature as is enjoyed by the Saanich 
Peninsula, and especially the southern 
part of it. In addition ,we have less 
precipitation than any other part of 
the provincial coast, and this is of 
Itself a matter of Importance In con- 
nection with an Institution where thou- 
sands of youth.o will make their teni- 
j^rary homes, and spend years in 
M^hich out-of-door life will play a very 
prominent part. It would be singu- 
larly unfortunate if a choice of loca- 
tten' should be made which would giyo 
the students of the University any- 
thing less than the best which the 
l)riivince can offer in the way of cll- 
niatii- advantages. 

II is t'st.-iblislied that Victoria is al- 
rcaiiv- looked upon by educationalists 
,'irid i)arents as the best place for the 
lueatioi) of private schools. Within a 
few months one large private school 
has been removed from Vancouver to 
this city, and the reason. don))tlcs«, 
is that, in the opinion of people who 
have .sons to send to school, this eity 
possesses exceptional advantages. Vlr- 
torla is exceptionally situated n.<! Ibe 
futtire site of a great <-due;nion:il in- 
stitution. .Vo iniitter how jironiim iit 
tlie city ma.v become In a coniniercial 
way, the natural contour of the coun- 
try Is such that a large university 
ci'ultl l)e so located that it would bo 
a (liing apart from coinnicrciul ac- 
tivity and yet be near enougli to the 
.social and domestic life of the city. 
It could be placed where it would have 
all the advantages of spacious .grounds 
and access to the \vater, and yet never 
bo likely to lie built about wllli coni- 
niin-clal or indu.slriiii cstatdlHliiiiciitK. 
or be cut off from aiiuatic privileges. 
No one will venture to dispute the 
proposition that there are within easy 
react) of the centre of the city sites 
for a university vvliich would lie Jdcal, 
and cannot be duplicated in any other 

. p^rt of the province. / 
;Tt la desirable that the University 
shall bo located in tin educational 
centre. l.''oi- some years the l^.ritisli 
Columbia University will not .have a 
vVjry long roll of students, not suffi- 
cient 'of Itself to make the place where 

, It; may be located diHtiiu;tivcly edu- 
cational. Victoria is alr(>ady such a 
centre, the strongest ct'utre oC the kind 
In the province, and Us position in 
that respect is daily growing more im- 
Ijortaiit. Place tlie tJidver.'ilty hero, 
and tlie elty will heroine con.«picuous 
ill! over llie country, In an educiitionfil 
way. Tliere would lie no division of 
interest between localities. AVe would 
have here a University surrounded by 
high-class private schools, and to the 
city would bo attracted youth from 
all parts of the Northwest coa^it, and 



even from the prairie provinces. If 
we divide our educational establisli- 
ments, if we have. the collegiate, uni- 
versity and other private schools here 
and tlie Unlver.'jlty somewhere else, 
we will not be able to claiiu for the 
province that it has in one place all 
•the faclliLins for gfvitig.an education 
from the elementary branches, with 
the advantages of what in England is 
called public school training, up to a 
post-graduate course. In a new coun- 
ti-y like ours, there will be an increas- 
ing number of parents who would like 
.-.toj'haye their children educated amid 
the best available surroundings; that 
Is, surroiindlngs that are not to ba 
looked for in the hundreds of now 
places that will be occupied during the 
next half century. Pioneei- life in this 
province Is different from what it has 
been in the other provinces. The 
pioneers are largely men and women 
of education, who will in hundreds of 
cases desire to have their' children edu- 
cated under conditions that cannot be 
expected to prevail In newly -formed 
communities. Young boys and girls 
will be sent to Victoria in greater 
numbers every year to receive ele- 
mentary education at private schools. 
This is no reflection upon our com- 
mon school system' It is simply the 
recognition of a set of facts tliat can- 
not be disputed. In this way our city 
Is assured of a very prominent place 
in an educational way, and we submit 
that tliis of itself constitutes an ex- 
cellent reason why the University 
ought to be placed here. If it is, the 
province will be able, in the course 
of a very few years, to boast of the 
finest education centi'e in all Western 
Canada, if not uiion the whole Pacific 
Coast. 

We do not propose to deal with this 
interesting subject ;it all exhaustively 
this morning, but simply to bring up 
the question of the site, and place 
on record a claim on behalf of Vic- 
toria. The Institution can only he In 
ono place. Every one wants to have 
it in the best place. Wo do not believe 
tliero is any place which can make 
out as good a case as Victoria, and wc 
wish to add that tlie question is not 
merely a temporary one in the settle- 
ment of which Immediate financial 
assistance ought to play a dominant 
role. The decision when made will be 
for all time, practically speaking. 
Therefore it-should be made* uppn those 
considerations which are permanent in 
their-oh^rjiotej^i.. , ■ 

A MATTER OF IMPORTANCE. 

In the Xote and Conimont colinnn 
will be found a brief interview witli 
.Sir William Vatt Hbrne. In It Sir 
William confirms the .statement that 
the Atlantic Empresse.'-; will be Sent 
out to the Pticilic. This suggests'^.Kvo 
questions. One of them is: 

Is It likely that those great ships 
will be sent through the intricate 
channels lining between Victoria and 
the continental shore line, whSt* every 
facility for handling malls, passengers 
and freight can be- established at Vic- 
toria? 

The other Is: 

In view of the advent of vessels of 
this class to this coa.= t is it not of 
the utmost importance that docking 
facilities shall be iirovided forthwith 
adetjuate to their retiuirements? 

These questions are of great inter- 
est. We do not expect to have the 
Canadian Pacific Railway answer 
them. That company is a business or- 
ganization and need never bo expected 
to embark In discussions such as the 
answers would imply. They are ques- 
tions for the people of Victoria to 
think over. If the answer to the first 
is in the negative, it means very much 
for this city. The answer to the sec- 
onil will ni'cessarily be in the afflrma- 
live and hence we ought not to lose 
a day In pressing upon the Ottawa 
government the Imperative necessity 
of ImprovlnfJ the dockage facilities 
at Esquimau. 



THE CASE REVIEWED. 

The reservation of the Bowser Pill 
croated.no sui^prlse and evoked ver.\- 
little comment at the time. No one cx- 
Iiectcd that tlio Dominion govei-nment 
would iicT-nilt lhi> nie.-iHiii-c to go into 
operation, and most peoi)le, who 
thought about the matter at all, were 
Inclined to the view that It was Ijet- 
ter that the iiill .-dioiild not bi-conie 
law llian that it .should tind a place u-\ 
the statute only to be struck out a 
month or two later. By its passage 
the legislature had renewed its proti-st 
against Asiatic immigration, and that 
was all that was Intended in llie first 
instance. The inclileut would lia\'e 
pa.-;sod out of ijublic notice, and, in 
fact, had done so, when certain prom- 
inent members of the Liberal party 
endeavored to lead the people to think 
that the reservation of tJie Bill was 
due to Mr. .McUrlde's advice, aad witli 
what wo shall only characterize as 
gi etit irregularity, although a much 
stronger term could be very Justly em- 
ployed, made public an ofllcial tele- 
gram from the Secretary of State to 
the Llcutenant-(;;o\-eriior, and nndor- 
took to repeal a |)art of a, jirix-ate con- 
vcrsadun between tlie former and the 
provincial Premier. Discua^^ion wnw at 
once precipitated. We shall not en- 
deavor to epitomize what others said, 
hut .-ili.all coiiline ourselves to the po- 
sition taken by this paper. Wc con- 
tented ourselves \*lth -ap ^attempt^o 
diunonstrntc that, wherever"' the rc- 
siionsihlllty might lie, It'could not be 
upon i\lr. Mclirlde's shouldor.s, for the 
act of tlu' JJeutenant-Goveriior in 
such a case must l;c construed to bo 
the act of a Domlnioii oHlcial under 
in.structlons, and tor tlieao Instructions 
the provincial Premier ' could not be 
hold rosponslble. As far as we re- 
member the Colonist was the only 



paper In Canada, and the question was 
discussed by the press of every prov- 
ince in the Dominion, which took this 
petition, which Is now the attitude of 
every one, and has been shown l^y un- 
ciuostlonable autliorit.v to be tlie cor- 
rect understanding of the constitu- 
tional practice. No one enow s^ripusly 
contends that Mr, McB^lde .ls';-ln any 
sense whateyferf reisponslliie. ,.,£pr the 
reservation. \ ' ' '*a 

The dlscusslort had^ hot . pfineqed^d 
far until Mr. Mad'cenzfe' King,'' In the 

course of his investigations, brouglil 
to light the AVellington Collieries con- 
tract v.'ith the Canadian-Nippon com- 
pany. Immediately the batteWes of 
the Liberal press were turned from 
Mr. MpBrido upon the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and with extreme violence of 
language he was cliargml with having 
exercised the power of reservation to 
satisfy ills personal ends. In this cry 
the Colonist refused to join. It refjised 
to discuss the Lieutenant-Governor'' at 
all in connection witli the matter, for, 
as it pointed out over and over again, 
lie had not yet had an opportunity ol' 
being heard on thq subject. Moreover 
the last thing which the Colonist de- 
slre.^ to discuss is the secret nioti\-es 
of any one.. Those are necessarily 
matters of inference only. During the 
discussion of the constitutional ques- 
tion which arose out of the action of 
Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes, not 
only did the Colonist refuse to join 
with those wlio insisted in dragging 
Ills possible motives into the (inestion, 
but it plainly told its political friends 
that they made a mistake in attempt- 
ing to mix up such considerations 
with an important constitutional ques- 
tion. The lun-deii of tills .struggle foil 
upon the Colonist, and wo had the 
satisfaction of securing a triumphant 
popular endorsement of our position at 
the general election. 

The Colonist had insisted that the 
Ottawa authorities must assume the 
responsibility for the reservation of 
the Bowser Bill, and to meet this the 
Prime Jlinister of Canada was asked 
in Parliament if the government had 
advised reservation, to which ho re- 
plied in the negative. In due course 
the Lieutenant-Governor's report w^as 
laid before Parliament, and from this 
it appeared that he had acted without 
specific in3trUctl6n8i."B;t'-ieaat ho did 
not say that ho acted In pursuance of 
such instructions. All the evidence 
being in, it was time to express an 
opinion, and The Colonist said that in 
its opinion a case of extreme necessity 
had not arisen to justify His Honor in 
reserving the BUI without specific in- 
structions. We do not think tliij 
position has been successfully quos 
tloned. ' ''"^ 

Mr. Ita wthornthwaite gave notice of 
a resolution, the terms of which were 
such that the Premier very properly 
objected that it was out of order, and 
Jlr. Speaker so held. Prom sonic of 
the language used by Jlr. Speaker, it 
might have been inferred, but we wish 
it to bo understood that wo do not 
think such an inference warranted, 
tli;it tlierc might be a doubt as to the 
right of the Legislature to express 
itself upon the construction put upon 
the constitution by any person or 
body of persons. From such ii sug- 
gestion, wiiicli seems to meet with 
some support, The Colonist ab.solutely 
dissents. The right is not one with 
which the courts have anything what- 
ever to do. It is not a. question of 
statutory construction. It is. a part of 
the essential right of self-government, 
which is the birthright of every British 
subject. There Is no power in the 
Eritlsli Empire which has the right to 
close the lips of the representatives of 
the people when they wish to express 
an opinion as to the constitutionality 
of any administrative act, nor have the 
people of British Columbia surren- 
dered to the OttJiw.a government their 
power to say whetlier or not a Liouten- 

Iant-Gf)vernor has .acted constitution- 
ally. The contention that. If the Ot- 
I tavva govcrnrrfent does not object to 
I the manner In which a Ijleutenan t- 
j Co\ erric)r exercises his runcti(uis as a 
I Dominion official, the Provincial Logis- 
! lature must stand dumb, cannot be 
1 sustained by even the ghost of an 
I .•irgument, am! is based upon tin ru- 
I tire iniscoiiception of the runduinciital 
I principles of constitutional govern- 
I ment. 

! The resolution which Mr. Oliver pro- 
i poses to move Ii;is no bearing wliat- 
1 over upon the constitutional question, 
I but Is an attempt to drag a herring 
across the trail of the Laurier govern- 
ment, and Is proposed in the liopci that 
1 11 will be deleated. Thereforo we do 
not intend to discuss It in this con- 
nection. What we have aimed to do. 
and we think we have done, is to she w 
that there are certain acts which a 
! Idcutenant-Govorncu' may d(j for which 
his Ministers cannot bo hold responsi- 
ble; but that there is nothing which 
he may do In connection with the af- 
fairs of the Province against which 
the Legislature may not enter it.s 
solemn protest if it sees fit.

JAPAN IS NOW AT THE 
PARTING OF THE WAYS 



Industrials Fight Scheme For 
Increased Taxation For In- 
creased. Armament 



Advices received by the Empress of 
India, which has. arrived from Yolco- 
liama.'shovv that the military party 
which' be'came dominant in Japan 
since the Japan-China war and wliicli 
has since practically ruled the gov- 
ernments of. Japan, is beginning to 
lose its power. 

The middle class growing up as a 
result of the iirogrojs of Industrialism, 
embittered by the increasing- taxation 
and serious development of the finnn- 
cial situation, is bitterly attticking the 
militarists, and tiie recent rt'sign.ations 
of the finance and communications 
ministers is a sideiiglit of tlie coming 
struggle. It is con.sidcrecl that Japan 
is at tile parting of tlio ways and must 
abandon her niililary and naval ex- 
panidon schemes, or impose further 
Imrdens on commerce and industry 
wliicli those who bear tiiem will re- 
sent. ■ .. 

The time has come fur di?cision be- 
tween the, military, and Irnlustrial ideal, 
and it is considered that if the mili- 
tary part.v is favored Japan will Utwc: 
declared for national bankruptcy. Tlio 
military party,- ,jt 1$ said, roco.gnizes 
tlie crisis, afta to postpone it will like- 
ly "consent" — as the Japanese papers 
put it — to the reductlOHj o,f revenue for 
military purposes. Count Okuma I.s 
among the latest recruits to the in- 
dustrial forces, ana In 4 recent speech 
strongly " a.ttack'ed further increased 
taxation *or "bloated armaments."

LOCAL OPTION URGED 
ON TEMPERANCE PEOPLE 

Rev, H, S, Magee, Secretary 
M etii d I St Te m pe ranee-: ' De-., 
partment Holds Meetings . 



Rev If S. Magee, associate secre- 
tary of the department of temperance, 
prohibition a,na moral reform of the 
MethodUt church, is 'addressing a 
number of meetings on the temperance 
question. On Saturday evening ho 
spoke to a number of temperance 
workers In the Y. M. C. A. hall. On 
S'unday morning he preached at the 
Centennial Methodist church, in the 
afternoon he spoke at the men's meet- 
ing at tlio Y. C. A., and agtiin in 
the evenin.tv proaciied at tlic Metropol- 
-itan cliui-ch. 

At tlie cluirciuvs Mr. Magee dealt 
with the work of tlu! department 
wliieh ho represents, and which was 
started live years ago when tlic Meth- 
odist cliurch organized a .special de- 
partment under tlie Rev. Dr. Chown, 
with ivliom the spealcer was later as- 
sociated. The headquarters arc at To- 
ronto, wdiere the central bureau of In- 
formation was maintained. The Rev. 
Dr. Shearer was engaged in similar 
worlj for the .Prcsljy terlan church, and 
the two organizations ^vorkcd together 
in harmony. 

To the temperance workers Mr. j\Ia- 
gee told the story of the light for local 
option in Ontario, and ap.oke of the 
success obtained. Ho exhorted his 
hearers to take courage from the 'suc- 
cess achieved elsewhere, and to work 
for a local option system In this prov- 
ince. Ho stated that prohibition wa? 
their ultimate aim, but that local op- 
tion seemed the most feasible step for 
the moment, as It had been found to 
be the best means to the end in view. 
His advice as to the best means to at- 
tain that end, was thorough organiza- 
tion, a judicious distribution of large 
quantitie.'j of prepared literature and 
the holding of public meetings with 
well known speakers on the platform. 

The speaker did not believe in state 
control as a solution of tlio problem. 
The otlicr provinces of the ]:)om!nion 
were all tendin.g towards local ojition, 
and he hoped tliat Brltisli Columbia 
would soon fall into line -svith a local 
option law, so that the individual 
communities might have a chance to 
express their own opinion in sucli an 
important matter with the possibility 
of .subsequently acting upon It. 

Tlic department of temperance and 
moral reform of the Methodist church 
si:ood for the best type of citizenship. 
There were two dclinito objects. One 
was tlie establishment of men's bro- 
therhoods vvherevcr possible, and the 
other the introduction into education- 
al institutions o£ a course of sociologi- 
cal Instruction. 

Mr. iMagce addressed a meeting at 
Sidney last night, but will return to 
Victoria by thlg morning's train.

Thomas. L... Grahame,- -Well'_ Known 
Journalist, Passed " AVva'y 
in Scotland 



Many residents of Victoria, wll re- 
gret to learn Of the death of Thomas 
L. Grahamo, who for several years 
was a prominent member of the local 
journalistic profession, - and was wide- 
ly known not only in this city, but 
lliroughout the province. A cablo 
was received on funday by friends 
hero but beyond stating that Mr, 
Grahamo had died, the message con- 
veyed no details. 

The late Mr. Grahamo left Victoria 
three years ago to return to London, 
where he intended to tal^e the editor- 
ship of a weekly paper, but ho gravi- 
tated Into the department of special 
writing for the Dst.ilyiMali, on which 
he had been dhgag^dV^i'^fdi's .ha. caino 
to Canada. 'lijs vftvk atti-acted the 
attention of. (.liord Northclyffo (Sir 
Alfred Harms.w.orth), who personally 
selected him for several special as- 
signments. In the ' famous iight 
which the Daily Mail made against 
the soap trust,'' Mr. Grahamo was de- 
tailed to iiandle tlio story, and his 
other assi.g-iinents took him all over 
tlie British Isles and the continent. 
Last winter his health failed, and 
though he spent several months in the 
south of France he did not regain his 
stn iiglli. After a brief period ofwfu-k 
oil Iiis ])api r he was forced to again 
cca.so his lalmrs, and for tlie past' 
year he had boon resting at Kilcliattan 
bay In Scotland. As his liealth did 
not Improve he wa.s about to leave 
the old country for Victoria and liad 
intended taking up ;i. small fruit 
ranch near tills city, but death in- 
tervened. Tlio late Mr. Orahame, wlio 
was forty-four years of age at tlio 
time of his dealli, is survived by a

A Canadian patent was recently Is- 
sued to ll'Miry J. Littler, of the Ter- 
minal City Iron ^V(lrks, Vancouver, on 
an improved slieave bloclv particularly 
designed for use with tiic wire rope 
uf l(jg hauls. 

Tlie requirement of llicso blocks is, 
that v.'liiie thc\- must carry an excep- 
tionally wide sliea\'e to permit tlie 
Ija.ssage of the "cliolcer hooks" with 
wliich the Icngtlia oC wire rope are 
connected,' the biock must be very 
strong to stand the shock caused by 
the jiassage of these hooks round it, 
and must at the. same time be made

Thn block is .structurally of very 
strong design ;ind well adapted for the 
luirpose to which it Is to be applied 
and is a good illustration of special de- 
sign of a common mechanical appli- 
ance adapting it to tlie exceptionally 
heavy logging requirements of tiio Pa- 
cific coast. 

Tho patent was received through 
the agency of Rowland Brittain, pat- 
ent attorney, of Vancouver.

IS WORST OF EVILS 

Miss Murcutt Lectures To 
Large Crowd in^ New 
Grand Theatre"

ed Sunday night with tho largo audi- 
ence which assembled to hear Miss 
Murcutt's address on "National Right- 
eousnessj;; An unusual feature was tho 
large; niimbdr of rtieii present. 

miss I^iircutt has ,'a ' commanding 
flgurp,;a fine presence and.a fluent de- 
I'yery. Her voice is clear and was 
lasily heard by every, one ia, tho 
building-. 

"If we are . to .be ..a .gr6at people," 
said tlio lecturer, "we must get .rid of 
tho evils in our midst, oHe of tlie 
greatest of which is the .Jlsuor ..traffic." 

Tiio Anglo-Sa-'con race, she said, was 
the mo.st conceited in the world. 13rit-- 
ish people said, as a rule, that all tliose 
wlio did not adopt their civilization 
were barbarians and stigmatlsie as 
lieatlien all peoples who wore not 
Christians., Tliis was a mistake, 
Tiiere w;is good in all civilizations and 
much to be learned and admired in 
otlna- religions. 

Tho lecturer vividly described the 
circumstances connected with the in- 
troduction of tin: opium traliic into 
Cliina, and showed that the Brltisli 
nation forced the trade upon a people j 
wiio inllicted tlie penalty of death | 
upon all who bougiit, sold or used tho 
drug. 

This action of the British nation 
made it \-ery diliicult for Christian 
missionaries to introduce their relig- 
ion into Cliina. 

In much tlie same way the Japanese 
found that Britisii civilization and 
religion permitted their exponents to 
indulge in practices which, with their 
lesser lights, tlioy perceived to have 
an evil tendency. They had adopted 
the material elements of civilization, 
but had overlooked tho spiritual fac- 
tor. It 'Vyas for lirltlshors to demon- 
strate that the '.spiritual' element did 
really uhderlie our civilization. 

Asylums for the Insane and homes 
for outcast women and many such in- 
stitutions proved' that we were not 
practically a (3hrlBtlan. people. It. was 
the vices which ■• Christianity de- 
nounced that filled these places. 

Tho liquor traffic was tlie most 
powerful agent for evil in civilization, 
and ninety per cent, of the crime, mis- 
ery and degradation of modern society 
might be laid at its door. 

The lecturer closed witli an eloquent 
apjieal to tlie people to do away with 
existing evils, and to cstalilisii the 
righteousness that alone oxalloth the 
nation. 

The lecture was listened to with 
great attention and frequently ap- 
plauded. ■ • ■ "''

One of- the. largest and most repre- 
sevtative delegations that has over 
met the provincial government inter- 
viewed tlie executive yesterday morn- 
ing and offered a iiuiiiber of amend- 
ments to tlie present limber regula- 
tions which they desire to see made. 

Tho delegation w:is composed of 
some forty-three members, and rep- 
resent the Britisii Columbia Lumber 
and Sliingle Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion, i^td,; the Jiountaiii Lumber JLan- 
ul'acturers' .Vssociation and tiic Britisii 
Columbia Timber and Forestry Cham- 
ber of Coniiner'-c. 

Ilor. 1\ L. Carter-Cotton, as presi- 
dent of the council, presided, and the 
other ministers, with the premier, were 
present. 

Tlie siicakers were Dr. Clark s.vro- 
lary of tiie lii'itlsli Columbia 'I'imber 
aiui Forcsti'y Cliaml-ier of Commerce, 
w)!o laid special emphasis iqion tho 
ilesirability, botii from tlie i>oint of 
view of the owners and of the govern- 
iiitrnt, of extending tlie time J'or tho 
renewal of timber licenses; D. C. 
Cameron, president of the Rat Porta.gc 
Lumber Company, representing the 
C^oast Association in particular; il. 
Leecli, who represented forty-tw-O- 
mlils in tho mountain district; K. T. 
Elliott, representing the Victoria For- 
estry Association; A. C -Flumerfelt; 
T. W. Paterson, as an Individual log- 
ger and mlllraan; Mr. Cameron, New 
Westminster, representing the cham- 
ber, of commerce, New Westminster; 
O. TL. McCarter of Jievelstoke repre- 
senting the mountain lumbermen, and 
E. P.- Bremner, Vancouver, president 
of the British Columbia Timber and 
Forestry Chamber of Commerce. E. 
I-I. Heaps of Vancouver acted as chair- 
man of the delegation. 

While the views of the delegation 
were expressed at length by the speak- 
ers, and various arguments fo,:- the 
support of their amendments adduced, 
tho recommondntions were cry.stallized 
into a series of n-solulions adopteil 
at a meeting prior to liie hearing it- 
self.

Wc who live In the open 
who, whatever our trials and troubles, 
ai-e not forced into that terrible light 
for ihe bare necessaries of life, which 
is the condition of so many millions 
in older countries, have much for 
which to bo thankful.

bands and wives are forced to separ- 
ate, each to strive for each, while tho 
children are sent to learn the un- 
childlsh and unhappy life of a charit- 
able institution. Honesl, solicr 
men, wlio arc not beggars, who have 
not come to this position through 
any vice, arc applying to tho House 
of Industry and tho various other 
charitable institutions to find a means 
of supplying their dependents with 
the necessaries of living.

The researches of modern science 
have revealed many wonderful things 
In regard to the matters o£ every-day 
life, and particularly In regai'd <to the 
manner of dissemination anc^ preven- 
tion of disease. 

None of these observations is per- 
haps more striking or of greater prac- 
tical importance than are those bear- 
ing on the prevalance In the dust- 
laden air of cities -and towns of the 
germs of many of tho most serious dis- 
eases, such as tuberculosis, la grlpiie, 
diphtheria, pneumonia and others. 
But it appears that as usual, nature 
has ilrovlded .suitable defense against 
the danger. 

If the act ot breathing Is performed 
normally, through the nose and not the 
moulli, tlie instilred air must pass 
tiirougli a skilfully designed filtering 
iriacliine, wliicli greatly reduces the 
lierils from lliis source. The simple 
exterior of the Inmian nose gives no 
hint oi' tlie complication of its inner 
construction. Its interior is, however, 
lirolvcn uji into many devious ij.-is- 
sa.gcs and channels, so arriuiged that 
;l \ory large surface ot muccnis meiii- 
in-aiie is exjiosed to each brealh of 
liu'oming iiir on its way to the larynx 
and lungs. 'I'lie iiuu'ous mciiibr.ane is 
moist and warm, ami tlio air is foi-ced 
to pass over it in I bin Ia>'crs, so that 
I It is not only cliari;ed witii moisture, 
but is also warmed to tlie body heat 
before it enters the lower air passages. 

But in addition to these important 
modification.') an <jp|)ortunlty is afford- 
ed for all suspended duct particles, 
floating germs and so forth, to be de- 
posited on these damp surfaces, from 
which- the natura.1 fldw of the secre- 
tions promptly washes them to the ex- 
terior. ,. 

But this bejieflcent action of tho 
nose as a gerifi filter can take i)lace 
only If tho Inspired air passes through 
it, and not the moiith. Through the 
mouth, on account of Its comparative- 
ly large size, the Incoming air passes 
with a rush, and Immediately strikes 
the tons lis, wliicli have been shown to 
be Ihe mo^l vulnerable jiortion of the 
tliroat, and fiu-in veritable portals of 
entry for genus of iiii\n\- diseases. 

it is, tijercfoi-e, a matter of great 
importa,iic(.^ that idiiidren bo taught 
early to breathe tliroiigh the nose, so 
that dry, iin warmed, dust and germ 
laden air sluili not be taken Into the 
throat and lungs. If this wore con- 
sistently done, not only more, serious 
ailnienla, but also ordlhiary.. colds, 
would be much rarer. 

Children or adults who iierslsteni ly 
breathe through the mouth, especially 
when asleep, are usually sufferers 
from some obstruction of tlie nasal 
jiassages, and urgently rcriuire medi- 
cal care. — Youth's Comjpaulon, 1 



DEMAND IS FALLING OFF 

A dispatch from London says that 
the demand .for women in the business 
houses is falling off. "For Ifidy clerks 
there sems to bo less demand tlian 
formerly," states the report of the 
eiiiploynient department of the London 
chamber of cbmmercfe, dealing with 
the condition of the clerical labor mar- 
ket during the closing quarter of last 
year. Tlio demand for male clerks of 
general capabilities was "slow," but 
there was u brisk Inquiry for men of 
special qualifications. Tlie demand 
for foreign clerks has been mct'-gr?, in 
part because of a great influx of young 
foreigners, in part because there has 
been a better supply of Englishmen 
with linguistic .attainments. It is 
pointed out that more young English- 
men now go to the continent to study 
languages. 

The manager of an important Lon- 
don business, on being asked whether 
ho could give any explanation of tlie 
declining poimlarlty of lady clerks, 
noticed by the chamber of commerce, 
stated that his experience was that 
many lady clerks loolied for a groat 
deal of ccmsideration. They exjiected 
to be paid as men and to Ije treated 
as women. They disliked being taken 
to task when they did their worlt in- 
difl'crentl.v, and were too fond of ap- 
pealing to the chivalry of the mere 
male. 

Another business manager thought 
that the standard of attainments re- 
quired had risen of recent "years, and 
many of the lady clerks In the market 
were not up to it. He said that he 
found that women did routine work 
well, but showed little or no initiative, 
and when set any task wliicii was 
complicated, or wlilch involved much 
thought, they were apt to fail, with 
a few brilliant exceptions. 

On the other hand, it is worth notice 
that the general postoffice makes great 
and increasing use of lady clerks for 
work Involving cimsiderabie responsi- 
bility. Thus tiie savings bank depart- 
ment ai "West ICensiugton is largely 
stafffHl by women, and its heads have 
repeaiedly testified to their compe- 
tence and efficiency In carrying out 
duties which demand a higli degree of 
care and accuracy. 

"It Is difficult to give aiiv precise 
reason for the decline in tlie demand," 
said tho secrelarj- of tlio London 
chamber of coniinercc. "Though the 
lady clerk is rarely in a liurrv to rush 
away from the office foi' .-i football 
match, ahd on tho whole niiiv be rolled 
upon to work more assiduously than 
a man, she is not so generally useful. 
She cannot be sent upon errands, for 
instance. Again, the accommodation 
in many offices Is unsuitable." 

"The great objection to tho lady 
clerk," said a city employer, "is that 
the really intelligent girl gets mar- 
ried after you have had- the trouble' 
oc teaching her h.er business, and then 
you have to start all ovet 'again. With

A GREAT TflAVELER 

Woman .Lecturer Now in Victoria Has 
. Visited Many Countries In 
V ■ Past Ten Years

series of popular 'lectures iln ■ thld city, 
Is a groat trjtveleiv^^kThSh'gh sa 'nWlve 
of An.stralla, Miss Murbutt'ehjo 
cold weather, and Is 'quite comfortable 
In summer costume.

As to 
the suffragettes in Great J5ritaln, they 
have, in Miss Murcutt's opinion, ad- 
vanced the cause of woman suffrage 
a great deal. The reports we hear of 
their doings are in many c.c-i -. gioss- 
ly exaggei-ated. There are social evils 
in iOugland of which women feel the 
weight far more than men. It is so 
that they may procure the election of 
good, true men who will make- laWS 
for the cure of those evils that British 
women desire the franchise.

A. number o£ old ivomen professing to 
cure smallpox by Incantation and 
charms have been arrested. The death 
mte exceeds 3.7 of the city's popula- 
flon. 

The Japanese Chronicle of Kobe, of j 
JaHi 18, says: "Up to the 15tli Instant 
tljo number of cases of smallpox re- 
ported since the outbreak was 1,908, of 
which number 734 had a fatal termina- 
tion and 499 recovered, while 675 
were still under treatment. "While it 
la Impossible from these figures to say 
what Is the actual rhortality, the fact 
that so far there have been consider- 
able more deatiis than recoverle.M 
would imply that' tho niortiility is well 
above 50 per cent. .As we have already 
pointed out, this is a very high p(;rcun- 
tagn. 

"The overcrowing of the hospitals 
render segregation of patients inipos- 
slble. In normal times it seems, two 
3)atlents sliare a room of 7V^ mats 
(not quilo 12 ft H(|uaro), but owing to 
the present congested state of Ihings 
'J'l-iur patients have now to occupy this 
sijaco. In these t-lrcumstances it is 
not Hurjjrising f.iat .Ta panose shrunk 
iVoin notifying the atithorltios of su.-i- 
plclous cases until the very last ino- 
incnt, for It Is felt that the sufferers 
cannot receive proper .attention at the 
liospitals, where, besides the over- 
crowd Ing, the medical slaff is greatly 
overtaxed. The hea\-y mortality cer- 
tainly suggests that these comiilaints 
nre not unjustified, and tlio result Is 
concealment of cases and the spread 
I if the Infection. _\Ve believe Kobe, has 
never before experienced such a serious;

MAY HAVE SHIFTED 



Japanese Believe Sulphur and. Coal 
Was Loosened by .Storih'<and 
Vessel Capsized . ' 



The missing steamer- Goto Slaru, 
which was owned by Hiromi Nisaburo,. 
of Osaka, Is the second vessel lost by 
tho same owner, his stean-ier Takao 
Maru Ijeing lout early last year when 
on a voyage to Ocean island to load 
phosphates. Since tho stcttmer left 
Hal<odate over 1)0 da.ys ago with a 
cargo of coal and sulphur nothing has 
been hoard of her. It is believed that 
the vessel was caught In the heavy 
storm which was experienced on the 
Pacific about the Ifith day after hor 
departure from IMuroran. The N. Y. 
IC. steamer Tangoniaru cncoimtered 
the same storm and had almost all 
gear on deck carried away, It being 
only with very great difficulty that 
she managed to arrive safely In Yoko- 
hama. It seems that the coal and sul- 
phur which comprised the steamer's 
cargo was loose, so that when the 
vessel heeled the cargo would be heap- 
ed on one side, which would mean dis- 
aster In a storm .^uch as the Gotomaru 
liad to encounter. 

The lost vessel was formerly tho 
nritish steamer Sylvania, 4,556 tons 
gross,, and was captured by the Japa- 
nese riavy during the war, Mr. Hiromi 
purchasing her for the sum of $98,000.

The sealers Interested In the schoon- 
ers Rosle Olsen and. Maria, as well as 
the owners of the Maud S. andAinoka, 
are preparing a strong protest to be 
forwarded to the Dominion govern- 
ment, as it is now stated that only the 
schooners Carmelite and Vancouver 
Ucdle are to be recompensed by the 
Ilu.ssian government for Illegal seizure. 
Tho settlement made, It seems, is on 
tile basis to which exception was taken 
two years ago, recognizing only the 
Carinelito and Vancouver Belle, al- 
though tlic other sclioonei's were seiz- 
ed under similar circumstances, -some 
of , them iK.ing even a greater distance 
from the Kussian rookeries than the 
schooners for which compensation is 
being made for illegal .sel/.ure. Tho 
iMaud .S. and Aiuoka were among the 
vessels ordered from the Uussian seal- 
ing grounds, the former being sent to 
Yokoliatna to rep(n't herself under seiz- 
ure and the latter to Victoria under 
similar circui-nstanees. The M;iud .S. 
was tried in the Yokoliama court and 
found not guilty of any infraction, 
while tho -Miioka, tried at Victoria, 
was founil also to have been unjustly 
ordered away. Tlic owners of all ve.i- 
sels made claims for illegal seizure 
In being ordered .awaj- from the seal- 
ing gi-ounds and in 1904 tho Dominion 
government sent Henry A. Little, a 
Woodstock, bnt„ barrister, to London 
to meet Russian delegates, Mr, lilttlo 
agreeing to a settlement of tho claims 
of the schooners Carmelite' and Van- 
couver Belle on condition that tho 
other claims were withdrawn. Tho 
owners and those Interested In the 
other vessels naturally objected 
against such a settlement, and tho 
matter rem.'ilned in abeyance until 
word was i-ecelyed from Ottawa somc 
weeks ago that the itns.^lan govern- 
ment Jiad Jiriid o\-i r SfKl.ooO to tiie Can- 
adian commissioner in Eiuidon.

I respectfully submit the time has 
arrlv.cd in the history of tills city 
when something should be done In the 
direction of following tlie example of 
older cities In this regard. It could 
be done' either as a dli'ect grant from 
the city or, perhaps better still by a 
levy of a trilling chara.cter on every 
family of the city or, adult person, of 
an amount whlcn sliouid bo so small 
as not to be wortli montlonlng. A tax 
of $1 per .household per year or say 
lO .centdi per month would be suf- 
Cicleht, and it could be collected liko 
the roadtax or any other similar ta.x. 
If tiie legislature has given power to 
the city to expend corporation monies 
for tho purposes of public , sports oi- 
amusements either witliih or. -without 
the iriuiitoipal' Umlts';;anS;5aor the .ifo- 
ception and entertalhineht of distin- 
guished guests there could be no ob- 
jectioli to the extension of the power 
to the supiiort and ' mainteinance of a 
city band. In the one case such a con- 
tribution or appropriation is for tho 
benefit of a very small fraction of tho 
people of tho city and in tlie latter 
case It would bo for that of the entire 
(population. 

First Class Band Needed 

While there Is- notQne who doubts 
that a city the size of Victoria could 
maintain In <i high staie of efficiency 
a first class band, it is open to ques- 
tion whether it could support two, but 
it seems ijulte clear that tho occasion 
has arrived when tlie necessity for tlie 
exercise of the power to devote a small 
Ijortioii of the city's revenue or lo pass 
a bylaw lo raise tlio funds for tlie ob- 
ject of iiaviiig a band of which the 
cit.N' may be proud, of maintaining it in 
a high state ot efficiency and of rcn- 
cU I'iiig it a.v;iilable for all occasions in 
wliii-h tin; services of file band would 
be desired,' has become a pressing one. 
if sueli a plan wore adopted your hon- 
orablp body in- the mayor acting as tho 
chief executive ivould have the right 
to a.^slgn, 111 ilie band its duties and 
engagements which would bo free of 
charge. The band would be engaged to 
give, say one hundred or more con- 
certs during the year at such times 
and places as might be designated 
from time to time by you. All that 
the city would be .expected to do would 
be to pay a reasonable lump sum, say 
$5,000, for this number oft concerts or 
tho number which would be decided 
upon. The band would find Its own 
instruments, say 25 pieces, and music 
and uniforms. In many places tlicse 
aro provided by tho city. The sum 
above mentioned would be trifling IC 
distributed over the entire city in the 
manner above referred to. If it should 
be thought that the city docs not pos- 
sess adequate power at the present 
time, either for grant or levy It could 
be easily obtained from the legislature 
during the pre.'ent session; in fact I 
do not think taore would be a word 
of objection raised to such a power 
being given the city. If a grant '\vere 
made, instead of a levy, I respectfully 
submit that In view of the desirability 
of hax'lng more concerts than last year 
it should not be lass than $2,500; all 
engagements o£ a. pu|?}ic nature to be 
subject to order of the mayor or coun- 
cil. 

Citizens Should Help 

There can be no doubt that the sys- 
tem of collection of a small sum of 
$1 per year from every house would 
not be felt by any and would have the 
effect of maintaining an organization 
of band musicians who would reflect 
credit on the city, form one of tho 
city's chief attractions, and ■contribute 
in no Inconsiderable!! degree !to the de- 
light and gratification • Of the people 
of Victoria. 

I tru«it the council will give this 
matter its earl\-, earnest and most fa- 
vorable consideration, and that slv)uld 
it be found necessary, It will institute 
and sujiport In every way in its pow- 
er an amendment to the Mumelpal 
Clauses act to CL'iifer the pon-er above 
referred to, but in an.v event that the 
appropriation available for band pur- 
pose.s may be increased as above men- 
tioned.

Council Asks Government to 
Amend Municipal Clauses 
and Elections Acts 



The l. gl.^lative committee of the city 
council has recommended to the latter 
body that several Important change.^ 
should be made In " the Munlclji.-il 
Clauses act and the Municipal Elec- 
tions act, and at last night's meeting 
of the council these recommendations 
were adopted and will be presented to 
the provincial government this morn- 
ing. The chairman of the committee, 
Aid. Hall, and the city solicitor, with 
as many members of the committee as 
can attend, will bo present, when the 
suggested changes are considered by 
the municipal committee of the house. 
The committee's report is as follows; 
Gentlemen: 

We your committee on legislation 
lieg to report that we have considered 
the seeking o'f "jjovver by way of an 
amendment to section 50 of the Mu- 
nicipal (.'laiises act to enable tlie city 
to arrange with the electric lighting, 
power tind teleplione i-omiianies 
the placing nndergriaiiid of wires In 
the city, or In certain speidflcd dis- 
tricts, and in continuatimi of negotia- 
tions, eriiiimeiiced liy the late mayor 
Willi tho telephone company, we deem 
it (lesiral)!.! that .llie council should 
seek enaliling tpowers. A section to 
elfi'cl this olijert is being drafted by 
the cit.v solicitors, wlio will confer 
with the leleiilinne company, and sjie- 
clal regaril will be given to protection 
of the city's Interests in case arraiige- 
menls aro made. 

Vour coinniltleu have further con- 
sidered tlii> proposed consolidation 
and revisiijii of the iMuiilcipal Elec- 
ti(]ns ad. The following points rtji- 
peai- to require special conskleration; 

I'liB dellnition of "householder" Is 
now altered to oblige, as a condition 
to obtaining this qualification, the 
payment direct to the ■municipality of 
nil rates, taxes or assessments which 
are not chargeable: on land of not loss 
than . $2 due to the municipality for 
tho current year, but water rates or 
taxes or Jlconso fees for dogs aro not 
to bo counted. iTho declaration of 'sec- 
tion 0, which Is Intended to carry out 
this altercdl/' qunllllcatlon, makes the

Your committee, whilst repealing 
their demand for adult suffrage, point 
out that the provisions of the act ds 
framed do not carry out tlie principle 
upon which tho legislative assembly 
';jassed the altered i|iiuiIfication, mak- 
ing a payment of .$2 necessary for 
iiualllieation, and your committee rec- 
ommend that the attention of the at- 
torney-general, who Is In .charge . of 
the bill, should bo directed to this with 
a 1-iew to Its being remedied. 

Other matters reaulrlng to be rem- 
edied, that no provision Is made in 
the statutory decIara:tion for the li- 
cense holder paying llccinse fees'to the 
elty, but residing outside.

of sufficient time for the after printing 
of the cortUied list. 

Your committee furtlier recom- 
mend that the constitution of the court 
of revision sliouid be altered. The 
mayor, being one candidate, eoiisti- 
tuting with another cundidato the 
court of revision, does not recommend 
itself. Your eommitleo siigge.st.i that 
a revising niagislrale in the person of 
the stiiiendaiy iiiagi.'ilralo or pollen 
magisirate slKuild be ajipointed lo sit 
with the two aldermen. 

In conclusion j Qiir cinnniitlee lieg to 
roconimend thai a di'ijutation be ap- 
poinletl to attend the committee .stage 
of this bill, the lirsl appolntmrnt be- 
ing for tomorrow morning, 'i'ne.sday, 
the ■nil insl., at 10; 30. 

Your eoniniiuee have ccm^sidercd llie 
insertion ot the cdausos giving power 
to regnlat(> the sale i.if eoal and cord- 
wood, .and beg to reconinieiid the .-^ame 
for insi'ition lu the aniendments to 
llie Jlnnieipal Clauses act. 

ITaving regard to the very numer-

From 
small beginning--^ I liave now worked 
up niy coniiuclion to such an extent 
that I now write over 1,000 letters an- 
nually, and read as many. 

"I witness in the course of a year 
many a tragedy, and lend a helping 
hand in many a love romance. In the 
same way, I might be said to liold the 
office of Cupid's aide-do-i.'anip. As a 
general rule. 1 prefer tho elderly clicnti 
especially the males. They just tell 
me -what they have to say and in a 
few minutes time they go away satis- 
fied.

■ Boys Have Exciting Adventure 
r'n - In^ Wdods at Burriaby:'^- 



Vancouver, Feb. 3. — Two sclioolboys, 
the sons ol' Bernard li. Hill ami George 
II. Clayton, who live near Burnaby 
Lake, a sb.ort distance oast of iljc city 
limits o£ A'ancoiuer, had a narrow es- 
cape un Sunday aiternoon irum belns 
l;illed by an int'uriated bear, '.riio lives 
01' both lads were undoubtedly saved 
by A. Jsansen, a hardy A'orwogian in 
the employ of Ml". Hill who had been 
sent to look after the boys on a skat- 
ing trill. 

They had been at Burnaby I/ikc and 
were returning home, the Hill boy in 
the lead. He was jump In.ij over a log, 
when he fell backwards right onto the 
body of a large bear. I'he animal, with 
an' infuriated growl, leaped at the boy. 
Kansen sprang forward at the same 
rnoiEient, and , ho. and the boy and. the 
•bear- rolled over In a heap. Toung 
Clayton oame iip at ttats moment, and 
spys tjiat had not Ijransen ijuslied his 
arm into the bear's mouth so far as 
to impede . its movements, ■ Hill would 
probably have been clawed to death, 
^an.seu ran his hand so far into tlie 
liear's mouth that he grasped the ani- 
mal's tongue at its base. With the- 
other hand the strong Norwegian' 
grasped the boar by the throat.

Vancouver, Feb. 3, — The most ro- 
markablo tragedy with which tlie iio- 
llco of Vancouver liavo had to grapple 
occurred , in tlio cast end of the elty 
late Saturday night, when Charles 
iVIasseuiJer was jliot and killed by Os- 
car C,' BUtse. Th?., bullet, ,Wl?.loh was 
intended for andthi6r man, tiuvelled a 
distance of over one hundred i. feet 
across the street., went througb the 
wall of Masserider'a liovise an^ atrrick 
him just as he was In the act of hang- 
ing up his coat in tho halL 

IVIassonder lived at tlie corner of 
Barnard street and .Tackson avenue, 
and was a married man with a family 
of eight children. lie was a laborer, 
and his family has boon left in i-;itiicr 
destltutLi circumstances. 

Uiilso lived at the home of Henry 
Martin, at 'i'll Barnard street, and just 
across the street from Myssender's. A 
young Norwegian naiucd Gelbclpoff 
had been keeping company with one 
of the Martin girl.i, and Uuise was go- 
ing \^■ith lier sister. AVliether or not 
Huiso was envious of tho affections 
bestowed upon. Geibolpoff by the other 
sister, the fact was known that he 
did not take kindly to tho idea of the 
youtivf Norwegian coming' around.- the 
house. Several times he had told him 
to go, but o; no ;lvj il. 

Late Saturday night BuLso- returned 
from down town and found Geibelpoff 
standing at tho gate talking' ■vVIth the 
Martin girl. Ho told him., .to go. but 
his commands were hot (jorrled out. It 
is alleged that Buise ' tftreatenod to 
blow out the other's brains if he did 
not go, but still no niove,.was made. 

Bulse went Into the liouse'and re- 
turned' with a 30i30 rifle and fired. Ho 
says he fired into tlie air simply to 
frighten Geibelpoff. 

The bullet went across tho street 
and through the wall of the jfassen- 
der home, striking Mr. Mas^onder in 
tho abdomen. Mr. Masscndcr had only 
returned from the city and was in the 
hallway hanging up Ms co,-it. Ho tell 
to the floor with a groan, but never 
spoke again, dying a few minutes 
later. 

Buise put the rifle back in thfe house 
and ran down to one o£ the neighbors. 
Ho was not asvaro that he had killed 
anyone. The police wore notified, and 
Detective Waddcll and Officer Scott 
went down to arrest Buise. Ho w.as 
not at iiorao when they arrived, but 
luiowing that ho would return, they 
imt out all the light.? and lay in wait- 
ing. Shortly afterwards the door was 
opened and Buise came in, walkin.g on 
tip-toe to his room. The oCCicors then 
placed him under arrost. 

At the station Buise stated that ho 
did not intend to shoot any iicrsoii, 
that he simply shot to frighten Geibel- 
poff, and thus to emiihasize liis de- 
mands that he leave. lie wa.s dumb- 
founded by tlie news that he had kill- 
ed JIassender, a nian wlioin ho did not 
know at all. Buise has lived at the 
Martin hoino for upwards of two .years 
and has been keeping company; with 
one of the daughlexs of the house for 
some time past HIS' home Is In At- 
lanta, Ga., though he has been In- Can- 
ada for a. number of years. For a 
short time he served with the North- 
west Mounted Police at Fort Sasket- 
chcwan, and was also connected with 
a regiment at Cal|rary. 

When charged with the murder of 
Charles Massender in the police court 
this morning .he turned pale. He 
showed the effects of nervousness aud- 
it was plainly evident that his two 
nights in the cells had been nights of 
restlessness and worry. He Is k young 
man of 39 years and of good appear- 
ance. He has been remanded for a 
week tQ. enable the crown to prepare 
its case. 

Massender was 46 years of age and 
reputed to be a hard-working man. His 
wife i,s almo.st pro.strated over the ter- 
rible tragedy, while tho children, most 
of whom are small, are left almost 
helpless in the -cold world. 

An Inquest was opened at the un- 
dertaking parlors of Kemp t^i- Simpson 
this afterni:)on at ."i o'clock. It may bo 
tliat the charge of murder will 
ainen<lod to one of manslaughter.

In direct proportion to its in- 
tensity;' varies with season and time 
of day, and is lessoned by inoisluro and 
cold, b'at at n)ldday during half of the 
year it seems to be sufficient to des- 
troy most bacteria in two or three 
hours. Pneumonia, bronchitis aiul 
"colds" In general are probably dimin- 
ished In summer by the greater iiower 
(if simliglU. Diffused in houses, the

Waterfall Compression of Air, 
'file system of compressing air by 
falling water, as inst;illed in several 
places in tlie United States and Can- 
ada, is claimed to have an efficiency 
of 7,':. to S3 per cent. The water flows 
through a, large horizontal pipe to u 
vertical one, at the iipfier end of wlilcli 
is the circular loop of an air pipe with 
ja great niiiiibor of fine lioles in its 
I lower side, and as the water drops past 
the ring- innumeruble air bubbles arc 
drawn along and comi)re.=;sed. At the 
bottom the water turns suddenly and 
comes to rest in a reservplr, into which 
the air rises under pressure. The 
compressed air can be dra-\vn off as 
desir(>d, and when the reservoir is full 
any excess passes away automatically 
with the wattiT carried to the surface 
In an outflow pipe. The difference of 
a few feet in the level of the Inflow 
and outflow pipes gives a rapid flow 
of water, while the amount of com- 
pression depends entirely on the depth 
ot the hole.

FRANCO-GERMAN RELATIONS. 

Paris Correspondent of London Times 
Writes His Paper a Very In- 
teresting Letter. 

The Paris oorre.«;,onaeiit of the Lon- 
don Times, m-Iting under date of Jan- 
uary 3rd, says: 

General Zurllndon, cx-Minister of 
war and former Military Governor of 
Paris, has today given an effect I v< 
answer to the repeated attempts made 
by Germans of different categories and 
under different pretexts to bring about 
ati entente between the Fatherland 
and the Republic. I-Ie discusses In the 
l''igaro, with all the authority of his 
high ijosition and experience, the pro- 
po.-;al made in a work by M. Adolphe 
Aderer, •-\'ers la Kin d'une Haine," to 
secure a recmclliatlon betwen the two 
coiintrirs by f.ie retroce,<sion to I'^rance 
of Metz and the l''i-ench-speaklng 
IJarts of I>orr,-iiiie. a.s well as of the 
town of .Muhlhausen in Alsace, recal- 
ling at the same time the formation in 
Munich in IflO;! of a league for iinmiot- 
ing a T-'-ranco-Oerman raiiprochement. 

General Zurlliiden, while admitting 
the attractiveness and generous char- 
acter of M. .-\dercr's idea, does not be- 
lieve that It has any chance of .sn< -cess 
either In Germany or l''rance>. tb-rnian 
commerce iind IniUistry would doubt- 
less gain by such, a rajiprochemBnt, 
but there la anoUi-^n jiarty in the Rm- 
Jilre with numerou.-^ and powerful ad- 
herents which would consider it dis- 
honorable for Germany to abandon 
any of the results ,i(>f the last war. 
They hold that the- treaty of Frank- 
furt, signed by the 3vyord,,can only be 
torn up by the swofd, and that the 
necessity will -soon arise to apply to 
France une nouvelle , salgnee a blanc. 
In any case, Germany recently showed 
In connection with Morocco that she 
was still far from entertaining a con- 
ciliatory dlsjiositlon toward Prance. 
There the task entrusted to this coun- 
try and Spain by the Act of Algeclrns 
ha.i to bi> performed "in presence of a 
jiopulation excited by the manifesta- 
tion of the Emperor William and of 
fanatics persuaded that the great Sul- 
tan of Uerlin Is the firoti-ctor of Islam, 
and that they could henei-loi-tl) attack 
christians witli imi)Uiiii.\. The great 
difllcullles which we e.'ciieiience in 
Alorocco, and which are experienced 
there by I'^uroiie, are untiuestioiiably 
due to Germany. She has again of- 
fended and injured iis without reason. 
She has at the same time dissipated 
for a long time to come the hope of a 
rapprochement between the two coun- 
tries.

She must fur- 
thermore be prepared morally for the 
etforts she will bo obliged to make 
sooner or later in Europe for the de- 
fence of her rights and her honor, and 
to protect herself on the duyiwhen an 
atti-mi.d will be made t(j bleed her to 
death. In undertaking these dulies in 
a resolute and \'lrile .-^piilt Prance will 
increase ht,-r own self-f-espect 11s well 
as the res|)ect entertained for her by 
her faithful and great all.\ and her 
iiew frie-nds. Furthermore, this road 
may perhaps load her more surely 
than any other vers la fin d'une hulne.

In granting- the 
petir.ion last night it was made cloar 
that tho council would in future rc- 
fUK(! lo allow any IjUildinR-s of tlil.s 
nature to bo orectod in the reKidcntiai 
ilislric^t;; tliougli' Aid. liable doubted if 
tlie city had the right to stoj) a man 
uildUig- \vhat cla.«;.s of l.inildlngr lie 
wi.slicd on his own p -operty, if such 
were not u.sed for some purpose con- 
trary to law. 

The petition, which was signed by 
thirty-six property owner.s, was as 
follows:

tJentlemen — It lias been reported to 
tlie undersifi-nod property owners and 
residents of that portion of tlio city 
lying Inimedlately ease ot Douglas street 
and north of FlsguarU - street that an 
application will be made to your lionora- 
hle body by the owner of lot 727 Cale- 
donia avenue (fomaeriy part of caiatham 
street) to erect thereon a two-story se- 
ries of cabins under one roof. 

It will be remembered that a similar 
application was before tho council In 
11)07, In August last, and was refused 
by the bulkilng Inspector. It wa« op- 
posed by nearly every property owner 
and resident in tho locality, with the 
result that it was not entert.ilned. The 
sit'.iatlon has not changed since then and 
thii facts iind arguments adduced by the 
petUioners agaiiif?t the application at 
that time still hold good. 

We are Inl'orine.l the applicant is will- 
ing to guarantc-o tiiat tlie proposed eab- 
in.s .shall not be u.sed for innnoral pur- 
po.se.s. We submit th.at such a guaran- 
tee amounLs to nothing, and, if it d d, 
the character of the buildings jiropoted 
should be sufficient to bar their erection 
in that locality. 

We beg to submit th^t: 
1. Tlie section of the city in question 
is a residential one, the buildings are 
fur the most part neat and atti active 
residences. There are no caoins except 
two or three on- lot 751-, block P, which 
have been condemned. 

3. The buildings such as are proposed 
to be erected are of the lowest ela.ss of 
' habitable buildings in the city, are usu- 
ally occupied by unmarried men, .-ind 
freuucntly by disreputable women. They 
are a class of buildings by themselves 
and should be kept apart from residen- 
tial sections. 

3. The bildings such as arc proposed 
are the cheape.st dwi-llings that can be 
erected. avi\ usually devoid of any arcli- 
lleetural beauty or design, and wherever 
they e.xist are a detriment to surround- 
ing property. In design they are un- 
sightly, and the manner in -which they 
are usually Icept renders thorn altogi'theV 
uiidersirable in a community of homes. 

■I. The erection of cabins in a. re.si- 
dential district, except with the consent 
of a majority of the property owners 
and residents, should be prohibited by 
by-law. 

Your petitioners, some of them, have 
ex])ended large sums of money in im- 
prciviiig their lioines and they respect- 
fully submit it would be unfair to them 
to allow the erection of a structure of 
tho nature' proposed In a locality where 
nearl.v every property owner and resi- 
dent are oppo.sed to it. 

They. conse(iueiitly expect your honor- 
able body to refuse the seeonil apjiUca- 
tion as your prodecossoi-.s did in tlie first 
instance.

DEBATE BEGINS ON 

UNIVERSITY BILL 

^- (Continued from Page Two) 



The council passed the resolution oi* 
Aid. Henderson to the effect that per-- 
manent sidewalks should be construct-^ 
ed on both sides of Pembroke street; 
between Stanley avenue and Haugli-' 
ton street and on the west side of 
Haughton street, between Pembroke 
street and Denman street: also to lay 
permanent sidewalks on both sides of 
Vancouver street between Humbolf 
street and Beacon Hill park wltlt 
boulevard, curb and gutter, and tou 
grade and macadamize the street. 

A bylaw to raise $12,283.15 for per- 
manent sidewalk construction, was put 
through the various stages and passed. 
The sidewalks to be constructed are:' 
Douglas street, west side, betweerr 
View street and Humbolt street;; 
Langley street, east side, between Has-* 
lion street and Courtenay street; 
liroughton street, north side, between 
(jovernment street and Wharf street;' 
flordon istreet, both sides, ' between 
Humbolt street and BroughtOn street;' 
C!ourtenay street, north side, from- 
^Vharf street to Douglas street; Cour- 
tenay street, .south side, from the Met- 
ropolitan building to Douglas street;' 
Humbolt street, both sides, fi;om Gov- 
ernment street to Douglas street. 
Other Business. 
Hcl.sterman & Co. wrote complain- 
ing of the fact that Ihe cily had 
charged a client of the lii-m, Mis.s" 
Doan, ?(!.rjO for the work- of destroy- 
ing material left after some old build- 
ings of iKM-s had been iloinolisaed. The 
comjiany st.'ited that it was tlie inten- 
tion to remove the malerial and ob- 
jected to the city stepping in and do- 
ing the work and cliarglii.g therefor. 

In coiinecthui with the water com- 
missioner's report as to the rcciuest of 
Mr. McKay for a service in Oak Bay 
municipality Aid. I'^uilerton st;tted thai- 
last year the eoiincii had .-tdoptcd the 
policy of not allowing tlie.se outsldo 
connections. Aid. Pauline thought 
that if tho council were to stick to tlii.s' 
policy the public should know it .so 
that these contemplating building out- 
side the city limits would bo under iid 
misapprelionsioii. 

Pouiidkeeper (.^raig \vroto pointing 
out the necessity of new buildings at 
the pound. Chambers street, tho pre- 
sent building being delapldatod and 
wholly inade(|uate. He also ^suggested 
that the city sliould increase the tax 
on female dogs and no tax he impospd 
for pedigree anim.-ils in order to en- 
courage the breeding of good doga. 

Aid. Gloason's motion tliat the ijuni- 
tary inspector be instruetpd to enforce 
sections 'IS, -H, 45 and IG of the Pub- 
lic Health bylaw-, these .sections re- 
ferring to the depositing of refuse iii 
the streets and \-acaiit hds, was passed. 
Aid. (Jleason staled thai in many jiarts 
of tlio idty rubl.iisli w;is ,-illovved'to col- 
lect ill large quantities and the inspec- 
tor shiuild enl'orce the bylaw. 

Aid. Fullerlon'.s molloii that iierc- 
atter in .-ill city contracts a cUni.so bo 
inserted lu-ovldiiig for a union scale of 
wages, was allowed to stand over for 
a week in order that each of the alder- 
men can be supplied with a copy of 
the resolution, . . 



Columbia,-ifor a few, years at least, but 
whenever you are In a position to get 
on without ,our .'help .we, shall quite 
contentedly drop out,'.., Our -proposals 
are all made with a view to thl.s ulti- 
mate separation, and'^therlast thing we 
want is lo impose any . yoke on the ed- 
ucational schemes of your province." 
Looks for Help of East. 
This comes, sir, from a prominent 
professor of McGill university, and I 
do hope that tills plain statement 
which I have been able this afternoon 
to make to the house will for ever set 
at rest the criticism and objection 
that the present scheme is In any way 
intended to place the university of tills 
province under tho domination or con- 
trol of any one institution, I look, sir, 
With confidence for the help of the 
east and for the continuance of the 
kindly interest which has been taken 
In the past there. In our scheme ; and 
I . well know' what an Inestimable value 
this will have for us in the future, in 
connection with our efforts to establish 
a great and Independent provincial 
university. (Hear, liear). 

Change in Feeling, 
During the recess, I may say, sir, 
that I havo come in contact wltli many 
men who are interested in the educa- 
tional projects of the province, and I 
have fortunately I'ound, tliat a very 
great change' indeed has somewhat re- 
cently taiion place in public opinon. 
Prevousiy much doubt was expressed, 
and a di.sposition tending towards 
aloofness, and a sense, .-is It wi 
waiting the coming events, as well as 
of evitlence being given on our part 
tliat we were really .sincere in the ex- 
ertions which we were malting for the 
establishment of a great provincial 
educational institution. But rather re- 
cently I have been made acquainted 
with the views of many graduates of 
different colleges, resident in the pro- 
vince, and am become assured that we 
can rely uiion receiving very great and 
most material help from them in for- 
mulating the scheme which we are put- 
ting forward in the interests of this 
province, and that we can confidently 
count upon the support of all these 
men as well as of the interests whicii 
in a greater or lesser degree they re- 
present. In this province in forward- 
ing this great educational project, 
which it Is my object and ambition to 
bring to a completely successful Issue. 
(Cheers). It has been objected, sir, on 
many hands that this province is not 
yet in a position to suiiport in a pro- 
per manner such an institution as a 
provincial university ought to be; and 
that wo ore merely proi)osing to es- 
tabilsh an institution of learning which 
must of necessity fall for lack of the 
material with which It can be sup- 
ported. 

Mr. Speaker, I do not think so. I 
havo made very careful enquiries on 
this subject not only in this province, 
but throughout Canada, and I liave 
found, sir, that In the east very great 
prominence indeed is to day given in 
tlieir universities to the practcal side 
of learning, and I have further discov- 
ered this most gratifying fact that the 
departments which are devoted to in- 
struction In the subjects which are so 
intimately connected with the practical 
-J^ide of life, are filled to overflowing. 
(Cheers). ■ 

Practical Science. 

In Toronto University, sir, in this 
Dominion of Canada, we have a great 
and commanding Institution for the 
advancement of learning, whicli today 
has a much greater number of stu- 
dents in attendance upon its classes 
than is possessed by any other uni- 
versity in the BritLsh dominions, with 
tlie sole exception of Edinburgh 
(Cheers.) In my own recollection, 25 
years ago, instruction in the depart- 
ment of practical science \'vas given la 
ono small building, whereas today, sir, 
the department of practical science 
finds accommodation In ono of the 
jnain buildings connected With the 
university, which is attended by over 
l.SOO students, while more money is 
demanded in order to make suitable 
provision for tlie increased accommo- 
dation wliioh will be imperatively re- 
quired in the near future. Heai-, hear.) 
At McGill University, sir, the very 
same condition of affairs exists. Tli'e 
buildings, w-hicli at that institution 
were destroyed last year by fire, are 
being replaced, while the acconiniod,-i- 
tions for the students attending in the 
departments of engineering- and of 
practical science are being doubled in 
point of capacity. fltear, hoar.) I 
Instance tlio case of McGill University 
with tlio greater satisfaction because 
this practical depai-tnient occupies a 
most prominent position in the very 
forefront of our scheme. (Hear, hear.) 

At Ste. Anne de Bollovue, whore 
only 18 months ago, in the practicnl 
department of agriculture, plans wore 
drawn up on the basis of ,$1,000,000 for 
the buildings and $2,000,000 for tho en- 
dowment, under the superintendence 
of .Sir William Maedonald and his ad- 
visers, ill the. expectation tliat this 
would meet all requirements for the 
next ten years, it was found that in 
tho montli of October la.sl there liad 
already been spent one and a half mil- 
lion dollars more tli.an had been set 
aside for this purpo.'K;; that the build- 
ings, which it was originally expected 
(voulil have been completed last fall 
would not be ready for occupancy 
until .lannary, and further, sir, that in- 
stead of looliing forward to an exten- 
sion of these accomnuidatlons some ten 
>-cars hence, they are alrendv engaged 
in the work of drawing up plnn.s, not 
for future, but for Immediate exten- 
sion. (Hear.hoar.) And these facts, 
sir, give some idea In regard to tTio 
conditions which in this relation exist 
in the Dominion at largo. 

Conditions In This Ppovinoe. ' 
In our own province the condition of 
things, a.s far .-is our operations audi 
the development of the resources of I 
the country have at the present time 
gone, are exceedingly favorable, in- 
deed. Wo have, I think, Mr, jjropor- 
tlonully in .-.i greater degree than i-my 
other province, residents wlio havo 
gone thr.nigh a university training, 
W'n have moreover, sir, a moi-e' inl- 



and this ia a Very ' moderate- and rea- 
sonable estimate, not taking at all into 
account those who have gone for this 
purpose to tho Old Country, and to tho 
United States. That, sir. Is ono Im- 
portant fact, and It also means that 
these students are sent away by those 
who can afford the expense consequent 
upon attendance at an eastern univer- 
sity. - 

Time Is Now Ripe. 

And figuring upon that basis, sir, I 
am confident that if v>'e were possessed 
of the proper facilities at our own uni- 
versity, we could fill tho useful facul- 
ties almost immediately. (Hear, 
hear.) In addition, some 80 students 
attended tho Royal institution, while a 
college in tho Interior was also tilled. 
And if a university were established 
in Victoria today, I am perfectly satis- 
fled that it could be hlled with stu- 
dents, because tlic time Is ripe for the 
execution of tills groat project, and the 
material for it Is ready at hand. 
(Cheers.) Tiie result of the examina- 
tions held last summer In connection 
with McGill, 84 students tlu'oughout 
the Dominion, from Prince Edward 
Island to British Columbia, 'showed 
that 84 students passed, and 61 of 
tliese 84 , sir, belonged to this prov- 
ince! (Cheers.) While 35 students 
from this province took honors, such 
as the governor-general's prize, etc. 
But out of that 61, hpyf piany 'were 
able to go east tot a higher e'd'ucatlon? 
These students had the ability, sir, but 
they lacked the means, and our propo- 
sition is to furnish them with the 
means of .securing at their own door.s 
an ample and thorough education. 
(Cheres.) For we propose, sir, to 
found a univer,slty and to build up a 
thorougii teaching body, but we do not 
propose In carrying out our project to 
fritter away our endowment in the 
erection of an enormous pile of 
buildings, (Cheers,) 

Question of Government 
In drawing up this measure, sir, I 
took occasion to review the history of 
university legislation, and I found that 
in the earlier days' the dominant fac- 
tor lay with the teaching body en- 
tirely; that the endowments of these 
institution.3 were managed by the 
teaching faculty something in the 
manner of oligarchies, and that the 
members of this body, not being as 
a rule versed In business ways, the 
resplt was that the endowments be- 
came weakened with tho further nec- 
essary consequence, that the teaching 
body itself In turn became wealcened. 
This was quite true, and when the ef- 
fects became apparent the governing 
bodies of these Institutions went to 
the otiier extreme, and the business 
management became dominant. The 
teaching body was now, as it were, 
relegated to the background, and the 
very strenuous efforts were made in 
tho way of increased endownuent and 
of enlarged buildings, the teaching 
body a.s a result becoming seriously 
weakened. (Hear, hear.) I have en- 
deavored, sir, to strike a happy mean, 
and I wish to take this opportunity to 
express my obligations to those who 
assisted nie In this miatter while I -was 
in the east. I submitted my views on 
ihis 'sufiject'' In tlie first plaice to Sir 
William R. Meredith, thii chief justice i 
of Ontario, v.^ho draughted the Toron- 
to University act,- and he, I may say, 
represented the business end of the 
proposition, because lax business 
methods had resulted in tho appoint- 
ment of a I'oyal'- committee by which 
they were corrected. Then from Prin- 
cipal Gordon, of Queen's, and from 
Principal Peterson, of McGill, I 
ceived the kind of advice which one 
would expect from men who are at 
the head of th'e teaching staff in their 
respective university, and of course 
they were prone to give prominence to 
thtit element. (Hoar, hear.) But tak- 
ing a middle course and with the ad 
vantage of all these able criticisms, 
have endeavored to draught a bill, ac 
cording to which the management of 
the university will be left In the hands 
of a board of governors, appointed by 
the governniont, while tho academical 
side will bo left entirely in the hands 
of the senate which -ivHl report to the 
government on all questions of expen- 
diture. (Hear, hear.) 

Aims and Objects 
Under tho head of instructions, 
which I have drawn up as definitely 
as possible, tlie aims and objects of 
the univorsity are in mariied degree 
to give prominence to what we may 
very properly term the material side 
of work, which will be entrusted to the 
faculties. 

The second clause o£ the bill reads 

as follows: 

"A university, to be called the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia consistlng 
o£ a chancellor, convocation, board of 
governor.s, senate, and faculty or 
faculties, is hereby established" in the 
province as a body politic and corpor- 
ate." 

Now, sir, I am well aware that 
many people are possessed of the 
idea, that tho object of establishing a 
univer.slty Is simply to turn out a lot 
of lawyers o.nd doctors. And while 
this was to a large extent trbe, some 
years ago today the training given in 
our universities Is In great measure 
taking an entirely different trend. And 
what tho department of education now 
recommends and what the government 
is at' present supporting, is, that the 
very first concern of the educational 
departments of this university, once 
it is in full operation shall lie in the 
direction of the development of our 
mines and of our agricultural, as well 
as other national resources. (Ciieers.) 
\Vc will establish schools, whicli will 
bring these dcpartment.s, and in tlio 
most prominent manner, too, to tho 
front and in this way we expect and 
with tho utmost confidence^ tliat w 
will so expend the money pla'::ad .at 
our disposal, for the establishment of 
these important faculties, as to bring 
about almost immediate and most 
beuetlclal results. (CJioers.) And of one 
thing, the house and tho oountr.v may 
rcil assured, that we will not fritter 
away our money in providing an ex 
pensive stalf of teachers, and in the 
erection of expensive buildings. 
(Cheers.) 

Governing Body 
Now, I wish to call attention ;.to*! the 
composition of , the. proposedigoyo^ 
body. Clauses Ift'; and ^11' prov as 
follows: 

"The Hrst convocation of the uni-

Suitable Representation 

In this , way,: sir, we have suitable 
representation of the three bodies, an 
tixd senate is also represented on . the 
board of governors, while" the acad- 
demical 3body is represented on it by 
tho president and ohanoellorj V'*'W;hlle 
on the other hand, as in the 'case - of . a ; 
state university, is'' only right and 
proper, the management of the mater- 
ial interests of this Institution will '' 
come under the direct control of the'"' 
government through members appoint- 
ed on the board, gentlemen, who, ap- 
preciating the honor conferred, will 
take an interest in tho work, but re- 
ceive no remuneration. These gentle- 
men will be directly responsible and 
report to the house. Powers of ex- 
penditure are expressly curtailed and 
the endowment can in no -ahapo or 
form be impaired. (Cheers.) The ap- 
pointment of all the professors and o£ 
all the officials -svili rest upon the re 
presentations of the president. In ad- 
dition. In the senate, all the teaching-' 
bodies in the province, the high school 
teachers, the principals of tho normal 
schools and all the faculties -will be 
represented, and in this way It will 
form the representative body composed 
of all the Interests connected with- the 
university.. It will, also be. a delibera- , 
tive body. '(Hear, fiear.), I have fur- 
ther provided for the affiliation of < our 
normal school, wlilbh' considered in tlii^. 
sense, will constitute a faculty of 
pedagogy. (Hear, hear.) 

It Is true tliat we have at present 
only one normal school but with the In- , 
evitable Increase in our population their 
number must also lncro.vse, while , the 
puplKs in these schools --wifl have' all' the : 
advantages of free tuition In the arts 
course. (Heai-, hear.) 

For Working Boy.^, 
The university will be non-sectarian, 
and tuition la the departniei.t of the 
I'aoulty of arts will be free, (hear, hear.) , 
Our proposition is In a few words aa 
follows: We find tliat we havo at the • 
present time In the interior sufficient' . . 
material for establishing university 
classes at once, (hear, hear.) And -wa 
intend to work in conjunction with the 
mining school and with the agricultu- 
ral work, in order to secure ijupils for 
classes In these two important branoiies- 
And wo further propose extendlvig our '. 
high school system by establishing nlgh«- ' " 
classes in the interior, (cheers) ancS 
thus enable boys who are engaged at 
work to become pupils of the univer- 
sity. (Cheers.) 

At the same time we propose to es- 
tablish scholarships -whereby boys tvUO 
are attending high schools and wht- 
sliow possession of sufficient ability 
■will be able to continue their course, 
(cheers)) and not only so but a num- 
ber of gentlemen -n-ho are deeply inter'- 
ested In the welfare of British Columbia 
have promised to establish additional . 
scholarships (cheers) while the leaders' 
of the trades unions who have also be- ' 
come interested, have assured us of 
their assistance, and have promised to 
arrange the shifts of work !jo that boys 
may be ablo to attend these classes, 
(cheers.) Tho junior members In the 
different classes -will be in a.pbsitloh ,'' 
to assist in tho work of teaching and 
in this manner we hope that wo will 
be able to m.ako good use of most ex- 
cellent raw material. (Cheers.) Scores 
and hundreds of boys In the interior and 
In the mining camps are today trylivg 
to advance themselves throu|3l' i;tho' - 
agency of the corresponding schools, 
(hear, hear,) ..-ind as school teachers have 
shown me. and in the clearest possible 
manner, that many of the.se boys while 
they have abundance of ability, lack the 
means to- secure the better education 

,u i',-^,! "/T^r' *'°^','' '■^lu're and ardently ' ' 
desire. (Hear, liear.) ■ 

They are not taklnp tho high school 
course because this will not increase 
their earning power from their. point of 
view, but with the provisions which -w-e 
are now making, their pressing needs < 
will receive the most ample attention;- Vi; 
(Cheers.) , 

An Agricultural School. 

We further int,end In the near ftiture 
to set aside a sufficient extent of land, 
■—between GOO and 1,000 acres — for an 
agricultural school, with tho view of 
teaching the proper management and 
handling of the soil, irrigation, etc in 
fact everything which appertains to suc- 
cessful liusbandry in this great prov- 
ince. (Cheers.) This, I take it, sir. is 
a fair outline of this bill, and of what 
we propo.se to do. (Cheers.) 

Our scheme necessarily means tlie 
working out of an Immense amount of 
detail, th . -5 has already been provided 
for. During the coming- summer wto 
hope that we will have night schools 
In operation, and that in another year, 
night schools will be established hvthe 
taculty of engineering. (Cheers.) ■. 
Faculties Will Follow. 
Wo will not give scholarships to. all ' 
but the spirit of honest competition and 
emulation that will result from the sys- 
tem will be of inestimable value lo the 
University of . British Columbia. 
(Cheers. Tlie establishment of other fa- 
cilities win naturally follow and in the 
near future .•iucli as biology, fisheries 
etc., In order that tho Immensely yal- 
able nature of the great natural re- 
Kourcc.'5 which lie, sir, all around us, 
may be properly realized and suitably 
utilized, leading almost Inevitably to 
fUHy a hundred-fold Increase in their 
exploitation. (Cheer.s.) ^. 

Mr. Speaker, 1 have other matters 
to lay before the house, but I will re- 
serve them until tho bill la In comralt- 
tee I do not think, sir, that anything !' 
which is contained in It will give rl«? • ■ 
to much criticism. Indeed I am rather ' 
of the opinion that its undoubted merits 
will be the subject of warm approval 
and of hearty commendation.
